"+50/rR , if he had not taſted of the benefite which the phiſicke ofthat time 
affoorded bim. But we will remember ſome of thoſe Kings , who had an eſpe- 
ciall fantafic ro this Art, whoſe names are deuolucd and brought vpto vs by the 
ſacceliion of ages , though their workes haue not eſcaped the wracke, but haue 
periſhed id the (ea gulfe of antiquitie, which bath ſwallowed the doings of mas 
nie men. And Mithridates the King of Pontus ſhall be the firſt, who at oneume 
yadertooke two mightic battels, the one with the Romanes, the other with na» 
ture. In the laſt of which , the more dangerous , he preuailed like a conqueror; .- 
and in the firſt he dealt ſo valiantly , that the gJorie of his forepaſſed vitories 
{uppreſled and killed the remembrance of his laſt ouerthrow. The which (as 
Plimeremembreth ) was alike profitable tothe common wealth , andro mans 
life: for in his Manour where be lay , there were found manic bookes written, 
by his: owne hands, both of the vertues of herbes., and of the conftitutionof - 
mans bodie,with remedies for many infirmitics of the ſame. Ewax alſothe Kine {- 
of Arabia wrote a booke of the effets of ſimples, which he dedicared to Nero 
the Emperour. But what ſbould I reckon particularly the names of enteric one, 
wher'in former ages there was no King, citherof Ethiopia , Egypt, or Aras 
bia , who did not himfelfe cither write ſomewhat concerning this Artof Phy 
ficke, or elſe by his liberalitic encouraged others to employ their tine in 
fame * Which may-make much ( no doubt )te the credite of the Art , when as: 
Kings bauc appropriated itto themſclues , and haue thought them(elues hono- 
red by the profeſſion of the ſame, And, as many arguments do induce me to 
belecue, beſides the witnefle of Hiſtorians , thar Phyſicke is the Art wherein 
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many Kings haue trauelled and delighted: fo nothing more ſtrongly then this, 
thatwhereas other gods were tyed Ghh ſeuerall places, as ID 4 Elis,Dia- 
na to , Apollota Delos, and fo-foorth Aſculapiusthe ſonne of Apolls 
by the Goghecr of Phlegiat , made a godfor his cunning in Phyficke, bath bis 
temple ar altarsevery wherein Corinth, in ode SAI THRMN 
in Epidaure, in Arcadia; Meſlevia, and in many other countreys ( as Pawſawias 
emembret!
